The National Research. Council To 
Investigate Agricultural Problems 


Establishment of a 14-man prairie 
regional committee on the utilization 
of crops, under the National Re- 
_ Search Council, was announced by 
Trade Minister MacKinnon—a move 
under consideration several years ago 
but postponed when the war began. 

The new committee will have as 
its chairman.

The development of railways, 
irrigation systems, and public health services has improved the lot of these 
people enormously, and efforts have been made to interest them in work- 
ing in industries, as a means of raising their living standards. It has been 
found, however, that they are greatly attached to their traditional way of 
life and that it will take considerable time to educate them to change it. 
In a bulletin published recently by the Royal Bank of Canada, many inter- 
esting facts concerning India have been presented. It is estimated that at 
the present time there are only about fifty thousand British civilians living 
in India. Of the million and one-half employees of the Indian non-military 
government services, only fifty-five hundred are British, and British invest- 


siderably less than that invested in Brazil, Argentine and other foreign 
countries. There is religious freedom in India, and in all British India 
women have the franchise, have been elected to the legislature and have 
held cabinet posts. Britain has promised India complete self-government 
after the war, with no reservations as to its remaining a part of the British 
Empire, and’it is to be hoped that it will take its place at the side of'Can- 
ada and the other British Dominions of the Commonwealth in the years 
to .come.

HEALTH LEAGUE OF CANADA 


Someone once said that a “touch of imagination and venturesome 
spirit” were two requirements of a good cook. After all, without a pinch 
of imagination and a desire to try something new or different .once in a 
while, meals are apt to.become pretty monotonous. Especially is this true 
at the present time when the variety of foods available is limited. 

Vegetables suffer, more than most other foods, from lack of imagination 
on the part of the cook. Take cabbage for instance—how many ways do 
you serve it to your family? 

Here are some ways it can be served with very little effort. First, we 
have Five Minute Cabbage. Shred the cabbage very fine, and cook covered, 
for 5 to 7 minutes in a little, rapidly boiling water. Serve it in hot tomato 
sauce, hot cheese sauce, or just plain with a little butter. When you cook 
cabbage in this manner, quickly in a little water, it is not limp, tasteless or 
soggy; it’s slightly crisp and delicious. 

Cabbage lends itself also to a scalldp, Try it in alternate layers with 
cream sauce, and if possible, add bout “2 tablespoons of chopped celery. 
Sprinkle with breadcrumbs. It’s good. 

Or try alternating layers of cabbage and thinly sliced apple, seasoned 
with salt and. pepper and, if the apples are very sour, a tablespoon of 
sugar. Sprinkle the top layer of this scallop with crumb, dot with a table- 
spoon of.butter, and bake in a moderately hot oven at 375 degrees F. for 
30-40 minutes, or until tender. 

It has a taste that is faintly reminiscent of saurkraut.

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NAPLES WELL KNOWN 


One Of The World’s Loveliest Anda 
Most Tragic Lands 


As British and .American soldiers 
moved closer on Naples they were 
carrying the tide of war across a land 
that has be§n a battlefield for cen- 
turies and. is well known to tourists. 
They were moving through one of 
the world’s loveliest—and most tragic 
—lands. 


Greeks colonized the country nearly 
2,600 years ago. They fought the 
Romans, and lost. Along the coast, 
Mt. Vesuvius wrought the tragedies 
of Pompeii and other cities lost to 
time. And medieval rulers turned 
the area into a great centre of trade 
and culture. 


The invasion of the Fifth Army 
started at the Bay of Salerno south 
of Naples and moved past the city 
of Paestum, established by the 
Greeks in 600 B.C., who made it one 
of the most beautiful of the ancient 
world. In ruins there are several 
temples, including the Basilica which 
4s the most imposing relic of Greek 
culture and architecture outside 
Greece.

Other names appearing in world 
news today which were. old before 
ancient Rome became great, are 
Herculaneum and Salerno, known to 
the Romans as Salernum. Cicero 
had a villa at the resort town of Cas- 
tellam-Mare di _  Stabia. Hannibal 
attacked the coast line in the Punnic 
wars but was fought off. » 

Salerno, Amalfi and Ravello were 
conspicuous in medieval history as 
centres of culture under. the Lom- 
bards and: others. Nocera was a 
Saracen settlement in 1224: ,, 

Best known to the world is the 
fiery Vesuvius, which rises to a tow- 
ering 3,714 feet from the Naples 
plain. 


The sea and the mountains running 
up to the Bay of Naples make it one 
of the world’s great beauty spots. 
But Mt. Vesuvius has given the whole 
area a background of tragedy. 

The entire base of the mountain, 
only active volcano on the European 
mainland, shows traces of the fre- 
quent eruptions, which wiped out 
such cities as Pompeii, a prosperous 
centre of 20,000 people in. Roman 
times, and Herculaneum, a favorite 
resort of Roman nobles. 

The first recorded éruption of Mt. 
Vesuvius was in 63 A.D. 
years later occurred the outbreak 
which overwhelmed Pompeii, killing 
2,000 and covering the city with 
hot pebbles and ashes from eight to 
20 feet deep. The disaster left for 
posterity a Roman city to be ex- 
cavated and restored to a close 
semblance of what it had been brig- 


inally without the weathering ero- 


sions of the centuries. 


The longest period of quietude by 
Mt. Vesuvius since then was between 
1500 and 1631. An eruption in the 
latter year sent seven streams of 
lava boiling from the crater down 
the slopes, some to die hissing in the 
sea, and killed -3,000 persons living 
below the mountain. 

The last great eruption was in 
1906. But small streams of lava 
still appear and the earth in the area 


abounds in fissures which steam con~- 


stantly. Ashes of Mt. Vesuvius have 
fallen as far away as Turkey. 

But with all its disasters and its 
wars, the coastal area always has 
been a resort area as well as a scene 
of the contending forces which have 
struggled for. spoils and lands 
throughout the areas lining the Medi- 
terranean since history has been re- 
corded. 


The. Care Of Gloves 


Some Instructions On The Rest Way 
To Mend Them 


How are your gloves standing up 
under the strain of busy hands these 
days? Do you find yourself doing a 
bit of*mending on the seams occa- 
sionally? Well, here is the best way 
to do it. First, make blanket 
stitches along the edges of the rip- 
ped. seam to strengthen it. Then 
draw the edges together by over- 
handing through the blanket stitches. 
Start without -a’ knot but hold fhread 
down along: edge ,of ‘seam as you 
overhand. When the end of the rip- 
ped seam .is reached, take two 
stitches back to make the end of the 
sewing strong enough to hold. Carry 
the thread end to the inside of the

all thread ends are hidden inside the

Much has been written of the war 
travels of Allied leaders, but not so 
much notice has been taken of the 
global hops of China's Foreign Min- 
ister, Dr. T. V. Soong. He is here, 
there and everywhere, and without 
either fuss or fanfare.

Early in August he 
turned up in London, and then some 
three weeks later he arrived in Que- 
bec, and it would surprise no one if 
he turned up in: Chungking at any 
time. This is typical of the Chinese 
diplomat’s travels for the past seven 
years, and while so much _ bustling 
might put another man on the sick 
list, not so 49-year-old T. V. Soong. 
He is both a financial wizard, a 
suave and sure diplomat and a 
brother to Mme.

Dr. Soong is recognized as the 
Generalissimo’s right-hand man by 
the Allies and by Japan. Indeed, 
Japan recognizes him as even more 
than that.

A NATIONAL SERVICE _ 


The Penticton Herald, of Pentiction, B.C., in 
a recent editorial recounts much in the way of 
service that the Canadian banks and bankers 
perform, even with the depleted staffs, \ and 
many perhaps do not realize the extra duties 
that are involved even to handling a Victory 
Ipan. , 

The Heraid says in part: 

“Work in connection with Dominion of Can- 
uda Bonds is continuous. The banks handle, for 
the government, matters relating to foreign ex- 
change, control, ration coupon. banking, _ milk 
Subsidies, dependents’ allowance cheques. and 
other wartime services in addition to the nor- 
mal function of general “banking and all this is 
being done with a Telatively inexperienced staff. 
When we say inexperienced we do not mean 
incompetent, as the girls now serving. in the 
banks have risen to the occasion wonderfully 
and deserves great credit for the way they are 
undertaking the responsible duties. 

“There is so much talk in certain quarters 
of nationalizing the banks that it would be in- 
teresting to know how many people would pre- 
fer to deal with government officials regarding 
their financiel affairs instead of their present 
bankers. The government’ officials themselves, 
and party “heelers,’’ might do better. But who 
else? , 

“Do these folks really imagine a government 
official responsible only 1o Ottawa would give 
them moresympathic or more efficient treat- 
ment? . 

“The banks are always a “scapegoat” for 
political demagogueés of every party label—who 
doubtless would like to have such institutions 
under their own particular. political _ thumbs. 
But, as far as we are concerned, we would pre- 
fer the high standing, integrity, and efficient 
service now with us, to any such development.” 


FARM MACHINERY SITUATION 


There will not be nearly sufficient farm ma- 
chinery to fill the demand this year according 
to J. Macgregor Smith, professor of agricul- 
tural engineering at the University of Alberta. 
ile told the Calgary agricultural short course 
that more than 26,000 orders had been received 
for tractors 2nd less than 10,000 of these could 
be. filled. Only 25 per cent of the machines 
imported and manufactured in 1942 could be 
produceg in 1943 and this has caused the short- 
age. The speaker suggested that the present 
machinery on farms should be kept in a good 
state of repair. Right now is a good time to or- 
der repairs so that farmers will be sure of ob- 
taining deliveries. ; ’
